Claims 27-42 are pending in the application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 33-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cohen etal. (5,359,712). 

Claim 33, Cohen et al. teaches generating a source value (a first audio signal 
generated from the first stream; col. 51, lines 36-37); generating a multiple of 
destination values (a new movie 1315); Cohen does not teach multiplicity of destination 
values; however, Cohen teaches generating a destination value (an new movie 1315 
having audio and video signals). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to implement a method for generating 
multiple destination value for displaying images, because it would create desired 
transition of images (col. 1 1 , lines 40-41 ); and Cohen teaches generating a different 
transition from the source value to each of the destination values (generating a visual 
representation of each different rate transition; fig. 18, # 1810, #1815). 
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Claim 34, Cohen et al. teaches the different transition is a function of the source 
value and one of destination values (or combined movie) (figs. 18 and 23). 

Claim 35, Cohen et al. teaches generating multiplicity of source values (fig. 18, 
#1801); generating a different transition from the source values to each destination 
values (fig. 22). 

Claim 36, Cohen et al. teaches displaying a source image (first movie; fig. 27, 
#1305); displaying a destination image (new movie, #1315 fig. 27); and displaying 
plurality of transition images (#2511, 2711, #2713, 2715, #1717, #1719, #1721; fig. 27). 

Claim 37, Cohen et al. teaches the source image is a function of the source 
value; wherein the destination image is a function of one of the destination values (figs. 
19 and 20). 

Claims 38-42, the rationale provided in the rejection of claims 33-37 are 
incorporated herein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 27-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach displaying a first glyph, the first comprising a plurality 

of sub-glyph; manipulating the sub-glyph; and displaying a second glyph.
